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1 . The proposed amendment regarding "a first level of the hierarchy comprising a 
first group of nodes and a second level of hierarchy comprising at least the first group of 
nodes from the first level" and " when performing the method of the second level of the 
hierarchy the indication of at least one node through which the set-up request has 
passed refers to the group of nodes in the first level of the hierarchy without specifying 
the routing within that group" changes the scope of the claim. 

Parts of applicant's arguments are directed to the new limitation? which have not 
been entered. Applicant introduced limitations that raise new issues, which require 
further search and consideration. 

Other applicant's arguments have been fully considered and have been found 
not persuasive. Regarding applicant's argument that "McAllister does not teach 
arranging the routing nodes of a network in a hierarchy with at least two levels". As 
examiner explained in the previous office action^the limitation of "arranging the routing 
nodes of a network in a hierarchy levels" may simply read on any order of routing the 
calls through the nodes (see for example, col. 3, lines 61-68). Thus, arranging the 
routing nodes of network in a hierarchy with at least two levels would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art and to select one or more level without 
departing from the spirit of McAllister invention. 
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Furthermore, it appears that the proposed language in claim 5 1 and 15 may raise 
an issue under 1 1 2/2 nd paragraph because it implies that the first and second level of 
hierarchy have the same group of nodes.
